WASHINUTON, Jan. 18.—[By the Assocl- 
ated Press.] The special committee of the 
House engaged in the investigation of the 
Ohio ballot-box forgery case resumed the 
inquiry today. 

On cross-examination Foraker said he 
had been on friendly relations with Senator 
Sherman last summer, and, in fact, had 
never been on any other terms with bim 
that he knew of, 

He did not know that Sherman was in 
this country when he got the forged paper. 
He had not mentioned the paper to McKin- 
ley or Butterworth. His relations had al- 
ways been pleasant with the former and 
With the latter up to the time of his (wit- 
ness’s) nomination. Witness had no sus- 
picion as to Wood’s integrity. 

Grosvenor asked if the witness did not 
think it strange that after he had said he 
had the paper August 18th, he should have 
baffled the witness so and delayed its pro- 
duction so long. 

Witness did not think he was baffled, and 
attributed Wood’s delay to reluctance to 
give up the paper.

Ga ducted so openly, but as the uncon- 
and unseeing polieeman wanders 
serenely to and fro on his beat, the

SCIENTIFIC. 
Prof. Dickinson on “The Earth's 
Notwithstanding the forbidding 
weather a fair audience gathered Fri- 
day evening to hear the second@ecture 
of Prof. Dickinson’s course. A 
Closer Look at Earth's Crust.“ 
aclear and rapid recapitulation of the 


astronomers and geographers in de- 
termining the size, figure, weight and 
movements. of the earth; ¢.g., the 
measurement of the length of meridian 
arcs in different latitudes; the sueces- 
sive use of the plumb line and the pen- 
dulum on a plain and near a moun- 
tain; the observation of the varying 
angular diameter of the sun; Prof. 
Dickinson proceeded to consider the 
earth’s crust, meaning thereby that 
portion of the sphere accessible to sai- 
entific research; first, as to its mate- 
rials; secondly; their arrangements, 
and lastly, the activities and forces by 
which it has been brought to its pres- 
ent condition. 

When the molten globe had so far 
cooled as to form a permanent crust, 
which by its fractures and foldings 
Outlined the og great features of 
the surface, that crust was subjected 
to the action of the vast and powerful 
and complex atmosphere, by which its 
irregularities were broken down and 
reduced to sediments, which, by the 
— 2 of the metamorphic forces— 

eat, moisture, pressure, electricity, 
eto. —were altered to granite, syenite, 
gneiss, quaitzite, the inorganic lime- 
stones, slates, etc. In the great ma- 
jority of these cases the marks of the 
original stratification bave been oblit- 
erated and crystalline structure has 
taken its place. Over and among 
these are found the unaltered, strati- 
fied limestones, sandstones, clays, etc., 
many of whieh are abundantly su 
plied with fossil remains of the 
forms of life that flourished while they 
were being deposited, Chemically 
these rocks contain whatever was in 
the original crust, though greatly al- 
tered in their arrangement by the con- 
ditions to which they were subjected. 
The metals, iron, aluminum, calcium; 
the non-metallic, carbon, silicon, 
oxygen; the metalloids, sodium, potas- 
sium, etc., combine variously to form 
the quartz, feldspar, mica, hornblende, 
calcite and dolomite, which form by 
far the largest portion of the rocks of 
which we know anything. 

By far the larger part of the land 
suriace of the earth is covered with 
stracified and sometimes fossil-bearing 
rocks, not lying in smooth and horizon- 
tal beds, but often tilted, contorted, 
bent and otherwise displaced by the 
gigantic forces of uplift, 1 
and thrust that have been active 
through the ages and still remain 80. 
Shrinkage, caused by cooling uplift, 
caused by lateral compression, the 
softening influences of long-continued 
gentle heat and moisture under pres- 
sure, the action of tides and currents, | 
both aqueous and atmospheric, the 
agency of frost and ice, the changes in 
the center of gravity of the earth by 
the shifting of the great ice cap from 
pole to pole in successive glacial 
epochs, were indicated as the dominant 
forces that by their varied activities 
brought to pass the muin features of 
the earth’s crust as we now behold it.

DUDE WILLIAMEB. 
He Goes to Jail in Kinsley, Kan- 
eas. 


The San Francisco Examiner has the 
following dispatch, dated Kansas City, 
Mo., January 16th. 

Arthur C. blake, alias A. C. Will- 
jams, alias Sanguinette, the young 
man who has figured in San Francisco 
and Kansas City as the supposed 
adopted son of Arthur Gorham, the 
millionaire, was this morning arrested.

seem to realize it. 
Under our charter, if the Common 


Council of the, city declares, by ordi- 


nance, its intention to pave a certain 
street, it will require the remonstrance 
of two-thirds of the property-owners 
fronting on that street to prevent the 
work being done, and even that 
need only delay the improvement for 
three months. 

There are a good number of streets 


in this city in such a condition at this 


time that any property-owner would be 
ashamed to protest against their im- 
provement, and now is a good time to 
take the first step. Don’t forget to 
mend the roof when the rain ceases.

Burning of the Creosoting Works— 
A Hot Fire

rhe Southern Pacific and Santa Fe

Tomato Jam.—Take ripe tomatoes, 
peel and take out the seeds; put into a 
preserving kettle with half pound of 
sugar to each, pound prepared tomato; 
boil two lemons soft, pound them fine, 
take out the pits, and add tothe toma- 
toes; boil slowly, mashing to asmooth 
mass. When smooth and thick put in 
jars or tumblers. | 

Tomato Catsup.—Half a peck of to- 
matoes cut fine, one teaeupful grated 
horseradish root, half-teacupful salt, 
one teacupful each of sugar, black 
mustard seed, white mustard seed and 
celery cut fine;.one teaspoonful black 
pepper, one red pepper without seeds, 
one teaspoonful each of cloves ahd 
mace, two teaspoonfuls cinnamon, oue 
quart good cider vinegar. Boil from 
two to three hours. 

Tomato Preserres. — Choose “small, 
green tomutoes; pierce each one with a 
large darning needle; allow four pounds 
of sugar and a piut of vinegar to every 
seven pounds of fruit. Heat all slowly 
together and boil until the syrup has 
thoroughly penetrated the fruit and it

When light 
mix into jt a quarter of a pound of 
sugar, a grated nutmeg and two 
spoonfuls of caraway seeds. Roll out 
the. dough, divide into cakes. -Strew 
with caraway comfits and bake iu flat 
tins. 

Pumpkin Pie.— Take a — of pump- 
kin after being stewed and press 
through a colander. Melt in half a 
pint of warm milk, a quarter of a 
pound of butter and the same quantity 
of sugar, stirring them well together. 
Beat eight eggs very light, and add 
them gradually to the other in- 
gredients. Stir in a wineglass of rose 
water, a large teaspoonful of powdered 
mace and cinnamon mixed — 
nutmeg. Put on pastry and bake. 

Th — Pudding. —Grate all the 
crumbs of a stale loaf of bread, boil a 
quartof milk and pour it, boiling hot,
